Shipbuilding 
BUI Debated 
By Congress 


Nuclear-Run Sub* 
Second Big Carrier 
Included In Plans 


WASHINGTON UT—A billion-dol­ 
lar Navy shipbuilding bill is before 
Congress today, as part of Presi­ 
dent Truman’s request for a 30 
per cent increase in defense spend­ 
ing here and abroad. 
The bill would authorize construc­ 
tion of this country’s second nu­ 
clear-powered submarine and its 
second giant aircraft carrier, of 
nearly 60,000 tons and capable of 
berthing craft bearing an atomic 
bomb. 
It also provides for 51 other new 
combat vessels, modernization of 
IO additional warcraft now in serv­ 
ice and the construction of 510 land­ 
ing and service craft. 
Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House armed services committee 
introduced the $1,150,000,000 mea­ 
sure Monday before Congress heard 
the President’s budget message. 
The

$85,444,000,000' 
budget tor the 1953 fiscal year 
starting July I includes $51,163,000,- 
000 for this country’s military serv­ 
ices and $10,500,000,000 for foreign 
military and civilian spending. 
This would mean using 60 cents 
out of every dollar to build up U.S. 
military power, with a good por­ 
tion of 13 additional cents in each 
dollar going to bolster the mili­ 
tary power of her allies.

Sharp Cuts, 
However, 
Are Unlikely 


Some Legislator* 
Demand $ 1 4 Billion 
Slash In Figures 


WASHINGTON IP — The usual 
wave of economy demands rolled 
out of Congress today in the wake 
of President Truman’* record $85,- 
444,000,000 peacetime s p e n d i n g 
budget for the fiscal year starting 
July I. 
Cuts of up to $14,000,000,000 — 
enough to prevent a federal defi­ 
cit next year—were demanded. 
But there seems little likelihood 
that such a goal—or even any­ 
thing resembling it—will be attaiiv- 
ed. 
Actually, Congress Is limited in 
trimming the President’s spending 
program, since much of the con­ 
templated outlay will come from 
money already allocated but not 
yet spent. 
Congress works only on appropri­ 
ations, although it can recapture 
unspent money appropriated In pre­ 
ceding years. 
With national security programs 
taking 76 cents out of every dollar 
planned for 1953 spending, Congress 
may concentrate its economy drive 
on the old-line civilian agencies. 
Cuts of up to IO per cent in civil­ 
ian employment have been de­ 
manded by leading Republicans, 
who claim such a slash would save 
a billion dollars in the new year. 
Defense spending also is likely 
to be curbed. But, barring an un­ 
expected turn for the better in 
world affairs, no deep cuts are 
probable. 
Congressional sentiment on mili­ 
tary spending in this general elec­ 
tion year was disclosed pointedly 
last week when the House approved 
an $832,000,000 annual pay raise for 
armed service personnel by a top­ 
heavy vote. 
There is one thing fairly certain 
about toe fiscal outlook—the Presi­ 
dent Jsn’t likely to get any of the 
extra tax revenue he wants. His 
budget message called for $4,600,- 
more t a x e s . Congress 
doesn’t take kindly to tax increases 
in election years. 
Without new taxes, the President 
predicted the government would go 
another $14,446,000,000 in the red 
next year, raising the national debt 
to $274,922,000,000 by June, 1953. 
The statutory debt limit is $275,- 
000,000,000. And only Congress can 
raise that. 
The President told Congress he 
is gravely concerned about contin­ 
ued deficits and reminded the law­ 
makers that their refusal to ap­ 
prove all of the $10,000,000,000 in 
new taxes he sought last year has 
caused him to abandon his hope 
for a pay-as-we-go defense pro­ 
gram. 
The President called the budget 
“a heavy burden” but “the price 
of peace ”

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You Go As You Pay 
Since some 30,000 words art required to con­ 
vey the presidential budget message to Con­ 
gress, a1] that can be conveyed to the public 
about the message is the general idea. 
President Truman proposes spending money 
at the rate of S551 tor every man, woman and 
child in the United States, beginning next July 
I and lasting for the next 365 days. 
This year, by authority of Congress, the 
United States is spending money at the rate of 
$457 per person. Both these figures are based 
on the assumption there are 155 million men, 
women and children In the United States. 
A family of four—two parents, two children— 
would have to raise 1.800 to meet the present 
rate, or $2,000 to meet the proposed rate for 
the new fiscal year starting next July I. This is 
the clearest way of understanding the dilemma 
about deficits, because no ordinary family of 
four is yielding nearly that much money in di­ 
rect taxes collected by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
The difference is made up by corporation 
taxes, which yield about SO per cent as much 
as individual taxes; by excise taxes, customs 
receipts, miscellaneous revenue, and by the tax 
taken out of pay checks for old-age benefits. 
Whatever is left over after these benefits have 
been paid is spent by the government for cur­ 
rent expenses. In the current budget this will 
be close to a billion dollars. Every little bit helps 
in a situation like this. 
The nub of the situation is, of course, that 
Congress is unwilling to levy enough taxes to pay 
as it goes. At present, taxes are yielding income 
at a rate of only $458 per person—or $1,832 for 
a family of four. The difference between $1,832 
and $2,000 (the proprosed rate of spending) is 
the source of an anticipated deficit in the next 
budget, unless Congress votes to collect more 
taxes. 
The source of all budgetary trouble, depend­ 
ing on who is doing the talking, is either waste 
or necessity. President Truman, aa might be ex­ 
pected, prefers to call it necessity. He points to 
the main source of expense, which is the lop­ 
sided item of more than $64 billion for national 
defense. 
This, it must be remembered, is only what Mr. 
Truman proposes to Congress as a figure. Con­ 
trary to a notion which has been permitted to 
circulate without challenge, it is not the chief 
executive of the United States who does the 
spending. Congress ultimately will decide how 
much to spend on defense, as wall as on every­ 
thing else. 
Not a single penny can be spent without con­ 
gressional authorization. The chief e x e c y ti vc 
cannot even draw his own salary and allow­ 
ances without congressional authorization. 
The annual budget is now in their hands. 
Convenient as it may be to blame spending and 
taxing on Harry Truman, who apparently is wil­ 
ling to do both at a merry pace, the responsi­ 
bility falls on the representatives and senators 
who sometimes forget who buys the pork to 
fill the pork barrel. 


Independent Colleges 
In the wording of a message announcing a 
grant to the Ohio Foundation of Independence 
CoDeges, the chairman of the board of Standard 
OU Co. of Ohio has made a significant observa­ 
tion. 
Referring to their independence, A. A. Stam­ 
baugh declared that American business has a 
vital interest in keeping them that way. Then 
he made this statement: - *' 
“The many fine tax-supported public colleges, 
which are controlled by state and local govern­ 
mental agencies, will continue independent only 
so long as a strong, vigorous and competing sys­ 
tem of privately-endowed education continues.'* 
Public education has become the costliest func­ 
tion of government below the federal level. 
There has been a serious question of the ability 
of private education to sustain itself in the face 
of heavy taxation. It is important that com­ 
panies like Standard Oil of Ohio should realize 
that the preservation of independent colleges 
may be the means of preserving independent en­ 
terprise.

This bit of history was suggested 
to me by a lawyer in Anchorage, 
Alaska—John E. Manders, who had 
noted in this column a few weeks 
ago some comment on the present 
doubtful prestige of the Supreme 
Court.

Waite had 
been P r e s i d e n t Grant’s fourth 
choice for the post. His first three 
raised such a storm that they were 
withch’awn. Two of them were dis­ 
tinctly marked with cronyism. The 
other could not have been con­ 
firmed for other reasons. Finally, 
Grant turned to Waite, who was 
easily confirmed. 


WAITE had been a respected 
lawyer in Toledo, O., and had 
served the government as counsel 
at the Geneva Arbitration. He 
proved to be one of the great chief 
justices, for he successfully steered 
the court for 14 years through the 
shoals of reconstruction. 
When Waite’s name was band­ 
ied about in 1875, as is Chief Justice 
Vinson’s now, as a means of ex­ 
tricating his party from its em­ 
barrassment, he made a clear-cut 
declaration which deserves careful 
reading in 1952:
